A mid all the preparation of* 

cases of various Canadian interests to go before 
the Imperial Economic Conference at Ottawa in June, 
one of the few overlooked seems to be that of Canada's 
chief industry—agriculture. This is brought to light 
by Mr. F. E. M. Robinson, pr esid ent of tha National 
Dairy Council of Canada, who in his annual report 
distributed this week, remarks on the fact that “very 
little has been done to prepare a case for agriculture 
comparable to the carefully prepared arguments which 
will be advanced by the industrial interests.* He 
goes on to say: 

W« may lake It, I think, that tha Brttlah dale- - 
gallon will hare two thought. In mind—namely, an 
outlet for Brttlah manufactured gooda and reason- 
abty cheap food for tha Brlttah consumer. Prom 
thla It la clear that tha case for Canadian agricul¬ 
ture as a whole must be made ao strong that It may 
be accepted aa part of our national programme. X 
am not Mtlafted that any adequate appreciation of 
thla need axlata aa yet In this country and In tha 
abort time at our disposal we must moke every effort 
to work with the other agricultural Inuraete to 
thla end. 

In the early discussions of the conference nt 
Ottawa, the gaining of wider markets for Canada’s 
wheat and other agricultural products was held up as 
a chief objective, because of the extent to which Can¬ 
adian prosperity depends on her exports of such 
products. As tha date of the conference approaches, 
however, this early chief objective appears to have been 
more and more lost sight of. Well organized other 
interests, with their cases handled by skilled advocates, 
bent on safeguarding the sanctity of the home market 
in their own line, have pre-empted premier place. 

As the Dairy Council president urges, it is time 
Canadian agriculture bestirred itself, or the Ottawa " 
gathering will have some of the characteristics of a 
feast with the guest of honor absent.

office. The veteran statesman had gone to the Baron 
de Rothschild Foundation to open as exhibition of 
books by war veterans, and his companion from the 
Elysee Palace was M. Claude Farrere, the eminent 
French author. No sooner had M. Doumer signed 
> copy of a book by a contemporary author than a 
man. discovered to be a young Russian physician 
named Paul Gorgulov. fired four shots at short 
range, all of them finding their mark. Although none 
of the bulleta struck their victim in a vital spot, 
loss of blood and the president's advanced age were 
too much even for expert medical skill which was 
immediately available. Twelve hours after the attack 
ha died and the sympathy of the whole world will 
go out to France in her hour of great sorrow. 

Paul Doumer belonged to that band of men 
from nearly all the races of mankind who have thrown 
off the handicaps of humble beginnings and slim op¬ 
portunities for self-advancement and have lived to 
receive the highest honors in the gift of their respective 
countries. The man who rose to be the thirteenth 
President of the Third French Republic was the son 
of a railway porter, with little or nothing to help him 
to batter things save his youthful ambition and in¬ 
domitable courage. As many others of hit kind had 
done before him—and will continue to Jo —he got 
what education he could; hut his finishing college was 
that of hard knocks and experience; for at the age of 
fourteen the straitened circumstances of his widowed

"It bloweth whefe It llateth”: It springs up 
here, there, anywhere, and la altogether mye- 
terlouer The muse of- poetry seema to hare a 
special lore for England, for she haa mothere# 
more men who have been born with a gift for 
aong than any country In the world. Burns and 
Scott have done a great deal for Scotland, but my 
Caledonian friend haa to admit that while his 
native land la "meet-nurse for a poetic child.” the 
Parnassian stork make* few visits to the north 
country In comparison with the regularity of his 
flights to the southland. Every American mother 
who dandles a new boy baby fondly hopes that 
he will one day become president; an English 
mother might Just as hopefully cherish the dream 
that her child will prove to be another Shake¬ 
speare, Keats or Tennyson. 

THE PARNASSIAN STORK LOVES ENGLAND 1 
At this time of the year English men and Eng¬ 
lish women in the prairie country, on the Pacific 
coast and In many more far-flung regions, will be 
homesick for the beauty of the old country. Ij 
venture to say that while the majority of them 
will be remembering some natural scene with 
which they were familiar long ago. thousands of 
them will be carried back home on "the viewlesa 
wings of poesy.” For English posts have been 
lavish Ux their praises of the beauty of their 
country. And. aa my Scotch friend remarked 
further, how fortunate la the land whose poets 
advertise Its beauty In words and phrases and 
magic lines that wing their way across the aeven 
seas and capture not only the attention of those 
of English stock, but lay a spell upon the whole 
world 1 How rich our motherland la In this respect 
la to b« seen In a collection of poems entitled 
"The Call of the Homeland.” edited by R. P. 
Scott and Katharine T. Wallas (Blackle A Sons. 
London and Toronto). 

WHAT ENGLAND MEANS TO BALDWIN 

But,before 1 dip into this anthology I wish to 
extract from ex-Premier Stanley Baldwin's "On 
England” (Philip Allan. London) a passage In 
which he tries to give us a picture of what Eng¬ 
land stands for In his mind To him England la 
the country, and the country la England When 
he la in Canada or anywhere else outside his own 
country. Mr. Baldwin informs us that England 
comes to his remembrance through certain Im¬ 
perishable impreaaioua that have been, made 
through his ear. his eye. and kven through hla 
sense of smell. "The 8 ounds of England.” he says, 
"the tinkle of the hammer on the anvil In the 
country smithy, the corncrake on a dewy morning, 
the sound of the scythe against the whetstone and 
the sight of a plough team coming over the brow 
of a hill, the sight that has been seen In England 
since England was a land, and may be seen in 
England long after the empire haa perished and 
every work in England baa ceased to function, 
lor centuries the one eternal sight of England. 
The wild anemones in the woods of April, the last 
load at night of hay being drawn down a lane 
aa the twilight comes on. when you can' scarcely 
distinguish the figures of the horses aa they Jake 


Lieutenant E S. Rtssenholt. It Is the history of 
the 44th Battalion Canadian Infantry in the 
Great War. This large volume, lavishly Illus¬ 
trated by excellent photographs of actual war 
scenes, has begn published under the auspices of 
the trustees of the history fund of the 44th 
Battalion Association, W. J. Macdonald, C. M. 
Strong and A. E. Moore. Aa the trustees say In 
their foreword, this book, by an officer of the 
:bettaljr*n. has been “written by a soldier for 
soldi* and their kin, and tells in soldiers* lan¬ 
guage the story of the unit in four and a half 
years of war-time travail.” 

I would add to this statement that Lieutenant 
Russenholt has vivid powers of description and an 
Instinct for #hat is interesting. Of the many 
books of this kind which I have reviewed during 
the last ten yean, this is by long odds the best 
planned and the most brightly written. A special 
word of praise should be accorded Richard Johh- 
ston of the Ninth Brigade and Owen Dathe of the 
Tenth Brigade for the spendld maps they have 
contributed of Yprea, the Somme, Vlmy Ridge. 
Lens. Pasachend&le, Amiens. Arras, Cambrai and 
Valenciennes. They make It much easier to follow 
the movements of the battalion In these famous 
battles. The author also thanks cordially for 
their co-operation the two colonels of tbe bat¬ 
talion. E. R. Way land and R. D. Davies. 


W HEN the World War came to a close, David 
Lloyd George was breathing forth fire and 
smoke at a prodigious rate. The kaiser was to be 
hanged, the Germans were to pay through the nose, 
and thg victors were soon to find the world mAde 
comfortable and prosperous for them. " 

In that- frame of mind he went to help shape 
the Versailles Treaty, crying that Oermany must 
pay for war damages to the very limit of her 
ability. It la to hla credit tha'gie never deluded 
himself about what that limit might be as 
grossly aa most of bis colleagues did; but he 
helped, nevertheless, to produce the atmosphere 
In which the sky-high reparations totals were 
fixed. 

Ever since then he haa been cooling off; and 
now. in a little book entitled “The Truth About 
Reparation* and War Debts.” he announces flatly 
that the world'depression will not have a chance 
to end until reparations are canc e led. —J 

Nor la that all If reparations are to be can¬ 
celed. be says, the war debts must be canceled 
too; and the nations of the world must lower 
their tariff barriers and give a free play to Inter¬ 
national commerce. 

He makes out an excellent case for his argu¬ 
ment. Reparations, he says, and consequently 
war debts, have been paid so far on borrowed 
money. They cannot be paid that way any 
longer. But to let Germany’s eapoei Wade rise -to 
a point at which they would be paid in actual 
cash would mean ruin for trade and Industry in 
all the creditor nations. Hence—cancellation Is 
the only wsy of avoiding a crash of the existing 
economic order.

In the main, he follows Dias's original 
account, of things, beginning with tbe first rest- 
lass voyaging by Spanish explorers across tbe 
Mexican gulf, continuing with Cortes's high¬ 
handed departure from Cuba and tracing the 
course of events thereafter through the Invasion 
of Tlaseala. the massacre at Cbolula. the selxure 
of Montezuma, the tragic “noebe trUte” and the 
battle of Oturn be to tbe final triumph. 

. And., what a story it makes I A handful of 
mutinous and discouraged men crossing fantaatio 
mountains, fighting unceasing battles and con¬ 
quering the moat bisarre kingdom on earth, 
losing their gold and eomtftg to Old age with 
nothing bur memories to feed on—la not all of 
this made to order for a poet? 
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and daughters of England aa her fields and trees 
and skies It la from the pen of Alice Werner:

ppHXLE. the, author of. this book haa loaded Its 
vY pages with realistic details showing us Just 
what horrors characterize modern trench warfare, 
he has not resorted to the extremes of satire and 
language In which many war writers indulge. 
Once in a while he Inserts a passage of criticism 
of the higher-ups. but he Is not unduly severe. 

Aa an observer the author missed very llttls. 
In describing tbe experiences of tbe battalion In 
the Bomnw area, he paints this picture of the 
first evening spent by his comrades and himself 
in what they supposed would be rest billet* in 
Albgxt: “That evening about 9 o'clock, the men 
were going to bed; relaxing In their dry. comfort¬ 
able billets In shell-torn houses and garrets; ene 
Joying the respite from tbe everlasting mud. cold 
and wet and from the persistent shelling and 
machine-gunning. Suddenly the quiet of the 
night la rent with the shriek of sheila and the crash 
of impact: the enemy is methodically shelling 
Albert with long-range artillery. This Is the first 
the men had heard of the “rubber-gun”—so called 
because the shell has landed amongst them before 
the boafa of the csnxmn and the oncoming scre e ch 
of the shell have reached their ears. Enemy planes 
swoop over the city, sweeping the street with 
machine guns and dropping bombs, some of which 
do not explode until late the next day.”

A NOTHER sample of the author's graphic style 
is the following description of the Bapaume 
Road, the principal avenue of traffic to the entire 
Somme front: “Night after night, diverse currents 
of traffic Jam It—trucks, guns, wagons, carta, peck 
animals end men. Day after day. labor battalions 
toll to keep It in passable condition. And day 
after day. night after night. German guns range 
upon it—smashing Its surface into nibble, and 
marking ail too definitely the spot beyond which 
wheeled transport must not be taken. From this 
point forward every ounce of rations, ammunition 
and material must be packed In on men’s backs. 
From tbs units ‘In the line,’ from the battalions 


of the tin-pot struggles of twenty and thirty 
years ago and whose most radical venture would 
be an attempt to impose the ideas of 1910 on the 
country instead of the Mesa of 1990.” 

If the Democrats win the national alert ion. Mr. 
Franklin believes that their congenital disunity 
might be their undoing. A Democratic Adminis¬ 
tration might facilitate the discarding of outworn 
pollelea m Washington and. In a general way. be 
s good thing for the country, he holds saying: 

“If the inevitable collision between the party 
and Its leader* led to the final break-up of the 
Democratic Party, with Its autocratic organization 
and ita stupefying subservience to the satrapies of 
tbe Solid South.

H E WRITES that the “genius of Christianity 
}ies In reverence for personality.” “During 
the next generation,” he writes, “Christianity will 
probably have to fight for Its life, and the struggle 
will concern Itself more and more manifestly with 
this central matter. Rear-guard actions will con¬ 
tinue around belated disputes about ancient 
piracies. Biblical infallibility, and what not; but 
the crux of the conflict will not be there. Can 
we in thia modrrn world maintain Jesus's attitude 
toward personality? The answer to that question 
la the sign of a falling or rising Christianity. 

"If one thing more than another seems to fly 
In the face of appearances, it is the statement 
that personality is ths primary and victorious 
element In this universe. Here we human persons 
are upon this revolving planet In the sky. We 
are very tiny and ths universe is huge. Our span 
of life is brief, while the universe was crashing on 
unimaginable ages before we were born and will 
crash on after we have departed. We are very 
frailty Itself, at the mercy of a few particles of 
disordered matter, so that a slight accident can 
snuff us out Uke guttering candles. Tenuous and 
temporary, a human being seems ^anything but 
triumphant in this overwhelming coefbos. Yet 
at ita beet Christianity has taken up tSe cudgels 
for personality, for its divine origin, spiritual 
nature. Infinite worth and endless possibilities. 

"Take it or leave It. that Is what Christianity la 
about.

A T SEVENTY-TWO, Samnrl Instill of Chicago—foremost fig¬ 
ure in United States and Canadian public utilities—looks 
back to day on bis long rise and sudden falb_ 

Hia is an amazing story of finance, which has been climaxed 
by the “friendly’'’ receivership of his giant Middle West Utilities 
Company, once worth *2.500,000,000. It is the largest business 
default in the world’s history.’ 

Insull began life as a poor immigrant from England. lie be¬ 
came Thomas A. Edison’s secretary and grew up with the light

That meant two things. In the 
first place It meant that Ito business 
would be affected by farming condi -1 
tlons.

It happened that Inaull's company 
needed money very badly Just at the 
time when thousands of small towns 
were needing money badly, too. lflddle 
West Utmtlgi was reported owing 
bankers $30,000,000 or more at the 
beginning of 1032, and Insull saw there 
was no hope of getting the money 
’ by selling securities, as be had always 
done. 

Insull tried desperately to find the 
money In New York, but could not. 
Returning sadly to Chicago, he watched 
the courts administer* the first aid 
which the law provides for Its stricken 
enterprises. 


At the pesk of bis career, he came 
to command more than $ 3 , 000 , 000,000 
worth of electric power and gas enter¬ 
prises. elec trio railways, steam rail¬ 
ways. coal mines, street car lines, ele¬ 
vated railways, taxicab and bus lines, 
heating plants. Ice plants and office 
buildings. 

The multitude of companies he 
dominated operated over practically 
the entire eastern half of the United 
States. They served at toast 10.000.000 
persona In more than 5.000 communities 
and had around 600.000 stockholders, 
many of whom were customers.

Tulips Gave Holland dBoom Like Stock Rise In Wall Street 

By Robert Connell 


The tulip from this time on takes Its place 
as a favorite of European gardens rather than of 
Turkish ones. The Eastern bulb was introduced 
into Holland about a dozen years after Oesner 
first saw U. and abouT\thc same time It was 
brought across ths Channel. Twenty-fVve years 
later Gerard ln hla " Berber speaks of the great 
number of varieties already In existence, and with 
a touch of exaggeration, not uncommon in his 
time he says that to describe them particularly 
would be Uke rolling the stone of Sisyphus or 
numbering the sands of the shore Plainly, 
however, making all due allowance, the tulip was 
developing, and by the time the first Charles sat 
on the throne of England no leas than 140 var¬ 
ieties were known, many of them being striped 
ones.

In Holland, and ln ths hands of ths Dutch gar¬ 
deners it was showing even mors tendency to 
break and vary than In England. The demand 
for bulbs grew and collectors began Increasingly 
to vie with one another for rare specimens. From 
all the countries of Western Europe men of wealth 
came or sent feg„the latest productions of the 
Holland gardens. Like a snowball or a chain- 
latter the tulip business grew until In 1634 ths 
thing had attained the dimensions of a "boom." 
and the little country by the Zuyder Zee was 
plunged into one of those wild manias of specula¬ 
tion with which w# have only recently been too 
familiar. The craze for collecting rarities and the 
desire for increasing profits fed the flame until 
they themselves were swallowed up In the passion 
that buys and sella with no thought of ths par¬ 
ticular object of trade, moved solely by ths hops 
of swift and gigantic gain. 

Tha tullpomanla. aa it has been called, lasted 
till 1637. During that time prices soared to $4,000 
and even $10,000 for a single bulb. Stories are 
told of strangers who. Ignorant of the value of 
the golden "onions.” destroyed them carelessly 
and found them mulcted in heavy fines and 
damages as well as imprisonment Renta of fields, 
of course, soared aa more and still more bulbs 
were demanded by the market. All Holland was 
tltbsr growing or speculating. 

Then the usual and Inevitable crash came. 
Over-production brought down prices; agreements 
of sale were dishonored; lawsuits abounded; the 
state Interfered, and Holland's bulb trade went 
back to the normal conditions of trading. 

A PARADISE OP ll OUHis * 

Of course everybody knows the story of Hob- 
land, how He persistent and Industrious peopft 
have through the cedturles won back from 
marsh, bog and sea Innumerable acres of fertile 
soil. The greet dykes tliat guard their fields and 
homes from the Incursions - of; the ocean have 
also ln time of war preserved them from the 
enemy, for like all liberty-loving people the Dutch 
reckon freedom worth any sacrifice. The same 
Indomitable spirit that won them land from the 
sea and liberty from foreign tyrants enabled them 
to go on with the tulip industry when the wave 


of tullpomanla had passed and gone. Three hun¬ 
dred years after, we still look to Holland *a the 
centre of the tulip industry Borne years ago a 
Dutch"catalogue luted nearly 2,000 varieties. 

The centre of the tulip industry in Holland is 
Haarlem, about a dozen miles west of Amsterdam 
The country surrounding it is largely reclaimed 
land A map of North Holland In the year 1288 
shows nearly half the district under the sea. tra¬ 
versed by arms, channels, meres and salt-marshes. 
The surface soil thus obtained u a sandy loam, 
which by Its looseness hr specialty suits hie for ths 
culture of bulbs for the market. The brown akin 
of tulips u thus kept whole and the bulbs can 
the more easily be packed and shipped n Btlfler 
Mia break up the skin aud make much more 
care necessary. 

The great areas of tulips and other bulbs be¬ 
tween Leyden and Alkmaar entitle that part of 
Holland during the flowering season to be. called 
a paradise of flowqrs. Many of the bulb farm* 


are of large acreage, but In addition there are 
great numbers of smaller growers, whose gardens 
a4d to the color and perhaps are even more lovely 
because of their smaller state and greater variety. 
The great sweet-pea farms that used to be so 
wonderful a sight in the Santa Clara Valley of 
California are excelled because of the stronger 
color of the tulip beds. Miss Silberrsd ln her 
"Dutch Bulbs and Gardens'* says: "To see th* 
bulb gardens usually moans to go to Hssrlem 
towards tha latter part of April, when the tulips 
are at their best, and there are literally acres of 
flowers A patch of 700 metres of scarlet tulips, 
and beyond perhaps as much of yellow or white, 
and beyond, with nothing but a hedge between, 
others, yet others, everywhere. It Is a wonderful 
sight Red tulips and purple tulips, rose color, 
buff color, yellow and white and streaked." • 

TOUTS ELSEWHERE 

Tulips are largely cultivated Jn England algo. 


Mlsa Silberrsd tells of a property In Devonshire 
which has a special tulip clause embodied in the 
lease. The leasee is required to leave ln the gar¬ 
den at the termination of his lease "so many 
hundred of a special kind of red tulip," and thta.

I N BACON'S essay "Of Oardens" two tulips are 
mentioned, the first he calls the Early Tulippa. 
and assigns Its flowering time to the latter pan 
of January and February; the second he calls 
simply "the Tulippa." blooming in ApsU- As he 
associates with these such wild flowers as the 
primrose, the crocus and the daffodil. It Is pos¬ 
sible that his April tulip Is none other than the 
wild English tulip, a rather rare plant to-day and 
found chiefly in the chalk-pita of the south and 
east. It has a small yellow flower, which ln tha 
bud droops after the manner of a fawn-lily or ery- 
thronium. but when open Is almoet erect. It has 
a sweet delicate smell. 

Hooke; makes thlf Wild tulip a native Qf Eng¬ 
land. but there seems some doubt about It.. It is 
a common plant of the vineyards and orchards of 
northern Italy. Switzerland. Germany and the 
south of France, and even occurs aa^far north as 
fl'Wdcn. Its lqve of shady places Is expressed In 
its botanic si name of Tulips sylvestria. that Is 
"woodland tulip." which grows In the hill country 
of the Apennines and the C«vennes and Into 
Spain and Portugal, and which reappears along 
the south side of the Mediterranean. Thla tulip Is 
found ln bulb lists, where It Is described as "yel¬ 
low. flushed with red “ It Is also known as Tulips 
Catalans. The flowers arc smaller than the usual 
tulip ones. 

.The remarkable thing la that no tulips are 
recorded ln Europe before the year 1354. They 
may have been there: some botanists, as Hooker, 
think so. Bacon's essay was not., published till 
1623. and by that time the tulips of the Eaat had 
reached the British Isles. Bo that even if the 
April-blooming tulip was indeed the yellow one of 
the chalk there Is etlll the earlier one to. account 
for. And that the Eastern tulip was known Is 
plain from the name he uses, for "tulip" Is or 
Turkish origin, the original being "turbend.” the 
same word which in another form we have as 
"turban.** the tul$ having been so called because 
of Its shape. 

IN' TI'RKIKH GARDEN'S 

8o far aa Europe and the Western world Is con¬ 
cerned the tulip derives its orlgth from turkey. 
But that ft was known In Persia is plain from the 
testimony of Omar Khayyam’s "Rubaiyat." who 
tells how 

“the Tulip for he* wonted sup 
Of heavenly vintage lifts her chalice up." 

In the year 1334 tulips were seen flowering fn 
gardens somewhere between Adrisnople and Con¬ 
stantinople by de Busbec. the Flemish ambassador 
to Turkey from the Emperor Ferdinand I. Five 
years later we have a more authentic record of 
tulips tn the garden of a councillor at Augsburg 
In Oermany. where they were seen by a Swiss 
naturalist, Konrad von Oesner. whose name has 
been immortalized ln the tulip known as Tulips 
gesnertsna, thought by some botanists to be the 
pnrent of war May-flowering garden varieties This 
species ta common .to central, and southerq Europe 
and adjacent Asia Minor It has shining scarlet 


:ks were developed 
new tulips were discovered to vitalise the Interest 
in the queen of bulbs. Thus ln 1622L 1846. 1658 
and 1694. there appeared with all the suddenness 
necessary for the theorf of evolution by mutation 
certain new tulips ln flavoy. nance, and ln Emilia 
and Tuscany. Italy. In 1872 a beautiful new tulip 
was discovered In Turkestan. Thirty years later 
van Tubergen of Haarlem brought other fine 
tulips from the earns region and from Persia and 
Bokhara. 

While the contributions of wild Nature thus 
swelled tha already wide range of tulip flowers, 
the culture had spread from Europe to this 
continent. During the last twenty years the 
cultivation of bulbs for the market has taken an 
Important place ln commercial gardening on the 
Pacific Coast, where both climate and soil are 
found suitable. On Vancouver Island the num¬ 
ber of market bulb gardens is Increasing and at 
the same time furnishing a very charming feature 
of the landscape. At this season the golden 
daffodils are replaced by the stately tulips, and 
the strong distinctive colors are welcome against 
the background of forest; 

Of course It ta unlikely that we shall have i 
second Holland here: we have neither the central 
Situation relative to great and steady markets that 
th\Dutch have, nor have we the same extent of 
suitAM soil and environment But that ta no 
reason Nthy the flower growers of Vancouver
